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]REMARKS 

Claims 1-97 are curxently pending, with claim 1 being ^ sole independent claim. 
Claims 1 4 28-31 and 73-84 have been amended. The amendments to claims 4 and 28-31 are to 
correct minor claim wording, and are cosmetic in natuxe. Support for the amendment to clami I 
may be found, for example, at pg. 2. 1^' 1 and at pg. 7, 2^ ^ of the originally filed specificaticr. 
No new matter has been added. Reconsideration of the application, as amended, is respectfully 



In the Office Action dated May 25, 2006, independent claim 1, and dependent claims 2-6, 
8. 12-16. 18-22. 23-31, 43^5, 49-52. 56-59, 61, 65-69. 71, 72, 76-80, 82-84, 88-92, and 94-97 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6.061,346 CNordman"), 
while dependent claims 7, 17, 32-36. 60, 70. 81 and 93 weie rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as ^ 
unpatentable over Nordman in view of RFC 2251 ("WaW"). In addition, dependent claims 9-11, W 
37-39. 4042, 46-48. 53-55. 60, 62-64, 73-75 and 85-87 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §l03(a) 
as unstable over Nordntan in view of RFC 1771 CR^khier"). For the foUowing reasons, it is ^ 
respectfully submitted that all claims of the present application arc patentable over die cited ^ 
references. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to recite that die "first IP based network [is] a m 
private computer based network comprising wireless capabiUties that are impleipented in a g 
r^iinlaf commuq i ^ations terminal* *. Support for tWs amendment may be found, for example, at -g 
pg. 2. 1" 5 and at pg. 7, 2°'* I of the originally filed specification, wherein die ceUular 
commmiications system used in the claimed invention is described. No new matter has been 
added. 

Nordman relates to a method and associated apparatus for accessing a private IP network 
with a wireless host by way of a wireless access network (see Abstract). Nordman (Abstract, 
lines 3-5) teaches once authenticated access is petmitted to the private IP network, and the 
wireless host becomes a virtual host of the private IP network, a wireless host identifier is used to 
identify the wireless host. Thus. Nordman teaches remote accessing of a private network from a 
locadon using a wireless capability connected to an intermediary network. However, amended 
independent claim 1 is patentable over Nordman for at least two reasons.
